Karel Hujer, brilliant Czech 
astronomer, who is attending

Pacific in Victoria.

“Nor have I heard or read of 
any other qualified observer 
noting an unexplained object 
in the sky. 

“T-do not say there are no 
flying saucers. .I say there is 
no scientific evidence to sup- 
port claims of their existence.” 

Dr. Hujer is a confidant of 
Einstein, and has traveled th¢ 
world over studying scientific

A valuable collection of mini 
ature, hand-carved Indian totem 
poles, owned by Mr. and Mrs. D.
